REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


CLSI, Inc., the library's automation vendor, has been purchased by Geac 
Computer, Inc., another provider of library automation hardware and 
software. Geac has indicated that they will continue to develop and 
support CLSI's second-generation automation product, called LIBS 100plus. 


Mr. Krull appeared before the Fort Wayne City Council on the evening of 
January 26 in response to a request from Council President Mark GiaQuinta. 
Mr. GiaQuinta asked a representative of each governmental unit receiving 
COIT revenue to appear and describe how COIT revenues have been used, what 
effect such revenues have had on the unit's property tax rates, and what 
the unit's position is on a proposed freeze on COIT at a rate of 0.4%. 


Mr. Krull responded that, while the library board had not met to consider 
their position on a COIT freeze, he felt that the board would probably 
favor allowing the COIT rate to increase, as provided by law, to 0.6% over 
the next two years. Mr. GiaQuinta asked if Mr. Krull would send a letter 
stating the board's position, and Mr. Krull said he would check with the 
board. 


After discussion, on motion of Mr. Carmean the board endorsed the position 
that the COIT rate be allowed to increase. 


State Senator Beverly Gard has introduced S.B. 470, which establishes a 
procedure whereby a library board may be converted from an appointed 
membership to an elected membership. Such a conversion is not required by 
the bill, but is provided as an option. Sen. Gard believes that growing 
numbers of legislators favor subjecting the budgets of appointed library 
boards to the approval of an elected fiscal body. She feels that her bill 
would make the arguments of the fiscal review proponents moot and help to 
ensure the continued fiscal autonomy of public libraries. 


Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede who presented a report on library 
service statistics for the month of December and for the year 1992.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Pursuant to a request from board members, Mr. Krull and Mr. Reitenour 
checked with the State Board of Accounts to see if there is a recommended 
or required amount for the library treasurer’s bond. Donald L. Euratte, 
State Examiner, responded by letter saying that there is no specific 
statute that addresses the amount of the library treasurer’s bond. I.C. 
5-4-1-18 applies to certain county and city officers, but might be used 
by the library board as a guide. This statute provides that the amount 
must be equal to $15,000 for each $1,000,000 of receipts of the fiscal 
officer’s office during the last complete fiscal year before purchase of 
the bond, but the amount may not be less than $15,000 nor more than 
$300,000. 


Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede who presented a report on library 
service statistics for the month of January and for the year ending 
December 31, 1992. 


Rick Hayes, television services manager, has proposed that the library 
once again respond to the call for bids from the city purchasing 
department to provide cablecast services for city council meetings. Mr. 
Krull noted that if the city council would approve general operating 
funds for Channel 10, instead of limiting their funding to equipment 
purchases, Channel 10 could provide a package of services for the city, 
including the televising of council meetings.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


The Systems Office is preparing a plan to upgrade telecommunications 
equipment for several branches in anticipation of the new CLSI software, 
LIBS 100plus. 


Mr. Krull and Mr. Hayes met with Mayor Helmke and Council President 
GiaQuinta recently to discuss future funding of Channel 10. The meeting 
was productive and a follow-up meeting will be scheduled. The library’s 
goal will be to obtain a larger share of funding for Channel 10 from the 
cable franchise fee paid to the city and county by Comcast. 


The ACPL Foundation board has decided that a capital campaign is not 
appropriate at this time. Rather, they recommend exploring the 
possibility of establishing a planned giving program and also exploring 
opportunities for national-level foundation support for the Genealogy 
Department.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A number of duplicate runs of periodicals have been turned over to the 
Friends and advertised for sale to dealers in back issue periodicals. 
Since this type of material is not likely to sell in the annual Friends 
used book sale, the decision was made to contact dealers and obtain bids. 


The 1993 Summer Reading Program is off to a flying start. Library staff 
members visited schools to publicize the program and generate interest 
and enthusiasm among the children. Excellent programs and incentives for 
reaching reading goals characterize this year’s program, under the 
direction of Children’s Services Coordinator Sharon Harvey. 


The library needs to upgrade and increase its stock of microcomputer 
equipment and provide training for staff. Currently in some branches and 
departments, the entire staff share a single outdated PC. Staff computer 
skills need to be enhanced to keep pace with the increasing level of 
sophistication of patrons. A survey of equipment and training needs is 
underway. 


With a circulation of 274,064, May of 1993 was the busiest May in the 
history of the library. New library card registrations continue at a 
steady pace: we now have 58% of our service population registered. The 
national average is around 40%.

Specifically, Summers & Company 
proposes to advance refund $2,950,000 Allen County Public Library Bonds 
of 1986 and $8,000,000 Allen County Public Library Participation 
Certificates of 1989. At recent market rates, Summers & Company 
estimates a net savings after all costs of issuance of $174,000. To 
market an advance refunding issue an Official Statement needs to be 
prepared and mailed. Summers & Company proposes to prepare such 
documents as are required at no cost to the Allen County Public Library 
in consideration of the library employing Summers & Company to underwrite 
and market advance refunding issues for the above named projects and the 
library authorizing the marketing of the issues by Summers & Company when 
a certain amount of savings over the remaining term of the 1986 and 1989 
issues can be realized.

Subject: Family and Medical Leave 
Adopted: August 26, 1993 
Effective: Immediately 
New (X ) Revised (_ ) 


To balance the demands of high quality service and the needs of family development and cohesiveness, the Allen 
County Public Library provides leaves of absence to eligible employees for certain family and medical reasons. 
This policy is intended to comply with the federal law known as the Family and Medical Leave Act of 1993 
(FMLA). 


Eligibility. An "eligible" employee of the Library may request FMLA leave. To be "eligible," an employee must have 
worked for the Library, as of the date the requested leave is to begin: 

1. for at least 12 months, and 

2. for at least 1,250 hours during the previous 12 months. 


An employee may request FMLA leave for the following reasons: 

1. Parenting Leave. This type of leave can be taken by an employee to care for a new son or daughter, 
including by birth or by adoption or foster care placement; 

2. Family Medical Leave. This type of leave can be taken by an employee to care for the "serious health 
condition" of the employee's spouse, child, or parent; or 

3. Employee Medical Leave. This type of leave can be taken by the employee for his or her own "seri- 
ous health condition,” if the condition renders the employee unable to perform his or her job func- 
tions. 


The FMLA and its interpretive regulations define terms and establish rules for each of these types of leave. For 
example, an employee may only take Parenting Leave during the 12-month period that begins on the date of 
birth, adoption or placement. In addition, for purposes of Family Medical Leave, a "parent" means an employee's 
biological parent or an individual who stood in place of the employee's parent when the employee was a child. 
The term "parent" does not include parents-in-law. "Son or daughter" means a biological, adopted or foster child, 
a stepchild or legal ward of an employee, or a child for whom the employee stands in the place of his or her 
parent, who is under the age of 18 or is over the age of 18 and is incapable of self-care because of a medical or 
physical disability. 


Duration of the leave. An eligible employee is entitled to a total of 12 work weeks of leave (based on the em- 
ployee's normal hours per week) during a 12-month period. A 12-month period for the purposes of FMLA leave is 
a "rolling" 12-month period measured backward for each employee from the date he or she uses the FMLA leave. 


A special rule applies where a husband and wife are both eligible employees of the Library. In that situation, the 
husband and wife will be permitted to take only a combined total of 12 weeks of FMLA leave during a 12-month 
period if the leave taken is a Parentling Leave or a Family Medical Leave to care for a parent with a serious health 
condition. 


Substitution of paid leave. Generally, FMLA leave is unpaid. If, however, an employee also has accrued paid 
leave of other types from the Library, and if the employee's leave request meets the requirements of that paid 
leave program, the employee will receive paid leave benefits at the same time as she or he is receiving FMLA 
leave benefits. Similarily, if an employee properly requests leave available under a paid leave program for a 
purpose that is also covered by FMLA leave, the employee will receive FMLA leave benefits at the same time as 
paid leave benefits. The Library will "substitute" paid leave for FMLA leave by counting the paid leave toward 


FMLA leave entitlement, in accordance with the following chart: 


In order of priority 


Employee 
Parenting Medical 
Leave Leave 


1. Sick Leave No! Yes 
2. Vacation Yes Yes 
3. Floating Holidays’ Yes Yes 
4. Short-Term Disability Benefits No Yes 


An employee will be notified about the substitution of paid leave as soon as practicable after he or she requests 
FMLA leave. 


If FMLA leave lasts only as long as an employee's substituted paid leave, then the employee needs only to meet 
the notice and certification requirements of that leave plan. If the paid leave is followed by an unpaid FMLA leave, 
however, the employee must fulfill all the requirements for taking FMLA leave. 


Intermittent or Reduced Schedule Leave. An employee, under certain circumstances, may take intermittent or 


reduced shedule leave in increments of no less than one hour. "Intermittent leave" generally means leave taken 
on an occasional basis for such reasons as medical treatments. "Reduced schedule leave" means a temporary, 
but regular, change in the employee's usual number of hours per day or hours per week. If an employee takes a 
Parenting Leave, the employee is not entitled to take leave intermittently or on a reduced schedule. For Family 
Medical or Employee Medical Leave, the employee may take an intermittent or reduced schedule leave if it is 
medically necessary. An employee must provide to the Library certification that a medical need for leave exists 

| re that medical need can best be accommodated through an intermittent or reduced schedule leave. Employees 

eeding intermittent FMLA leave or leave on a reduced leave schedule must attempt to schedule their leave so as 

not to disrupt the Library's operations. In addition, if an employee requests intermittent or reduced schedule leave, 
the Library may require the employee to transfer temporarily to an available alternative position, with equivalent 
Pay and benefits, for which the employee is qualified and which better accommodates intermittent or reduced 
schedule leaves. 


Notification Requirements. An employee must notify the Library of his or her desire to take FMLA leave at least 30 
days before the date FMLA leave is to begin by requesting and completing a Request for Leave Form (except in 
cases of medical emergency or unexpected changed circumstances, in which case the employee must give notice 
as soon as practicable after the employee is aware that he or she needs to take FMLA leave). Request for Leave 
Forms can be obtained from Personnel Services. At the time an employee obtains a Request for Leave Form, the 
Library will provide the employee with a Leave Notice explaining certain rights and responsibilities of the em- 
ployee regarding FMLA leave. 


If an employee requests Family Medical or Employee Medical Leave, the employee must submit a medical 
certification from the employee's or family member's health care provider within 15 days after the Library delivers 
the Leave Notice and Request for Leave Form. In the case of a request for intermittent or reduced schedule 
leave, the certification must also notify the Library of the reasons why the intermittent or reduced schedule leave 
is necessary and of the schedule for treatment, if applicable. 


If an employee fails to give 30 days' notice for a foreseeable leave with no reasonable excuse for the delay, the 
Library may deny FMLA leave until at least 30 days after the date the employee provides notice of the need for 


» Amother's actual period of medical disability for pregnancy and childbirth will be substituted under Employee 
4 Medical Leave.

FMLA leave. After an employee submits a medical certification, the Library may require an employee to obtain a 
second opinion from a provider of the Library's choice and at its expense. In some cases, the Library may require 
a third opinion from a provider selected jointly by the employee and the Library. 


During FMLA leave, an employee will be required to report periodically on his status and intent to return to work. 


Employees on a Family Medical or Employee Medical Leave will also be required to submit to the Library medical 
recertifications every 30 days during the leave period subject to the same rules as the initial medical certification. 
Medical recertifications may also be required under certain specific circumstances, for example, when an em- 
ployee requests an extension for a leave, when circumstances under an initial certification have significantly 
changed, or when an employee is unable to return to work after FMLA leave. 


Upon the conclusion of an Employee Medical Leave, the employee must present certification to the Library from 
his or her health care provider that he or she is able to return to work. Unless and until the employee provides this 
fitness-for-duty certification, the employee will not be able to return to work. 


Continuation of Benefits. As a general rule, FMLA leave is unpaid leave. The Library, however, will maintain an 
employee's coverage under the Library's health plan on the same conditions during an FMLA leave as if the 
employee had been employeed continuously during the FMLA leave period. An employee may choose not to 
continue coverage. An employee who continues health coverage must continue to pay his or her share of the 
premiums during the FMLA leave period to maintain coverage. An employee's premium payment is due on the 
same schedule as premium payments are made under COBRA (the 15th of the month). 


Continuation of the flexible spending account (employee medical reimbursement account) may include increased 
payroll deductions prior to leave. The plan may also be suspended for the duration of the leave; expenses in- 
curred during the suspension of contributions will not be eligible for reimbursement. 


The Library's obligation to continue health coverage during FMLA leave will end if the employee's premium 
payment is more than 30 days late. Even if an employee does not continue health coverage during FMLA leave, 
the Library will restore regular coverage if the employee returns to work. 


The Library will also maintain an employee's coverage under the dental plan and term life/long-term disability plan 
during the FMLA leave period if the employee pays his or her share of the premium due during that period. The 
employee's premium payment is due on the same date (15th of the month) as the premium payment for health 
coverage. 


Right to Job Restoration. Upon return from FMLA leave, employee will generally be restored to an equivalent 
Position with equivalent benefits, pay, and other terms and conditions of employment. Certain salaried, key 
employees of the Library may be denied restoration if their reinstatement would cause substantial and grievous 
economic injury to the Library. If, during FMLA leave, a layoff or other event occurs that would have changed, or 
even eliminated, the employee's job had he or she not taken leave, the returning employee will have no greater 
rights than if the employee had been continuously employed during FMLA leave. The Library will determine 
whether an employee will be restored to the same position or equivalent position. 


If an employee chooses not to return to work after his FMLA leave expires, the Library may recover its share of 
health insurance premiums paid on the employee's behalf during the period of FMLA leave. The Library will seek 
to recover those premiums unless the employee fails to return because of (1) the continuation, recurrence, or 
onset of a serious health condition that would otherwise entitle the employee to FMLA leave or (2) other circum- 
stances beyond the employee's control. If an employee fails to return to work because of the continuation, recur- 
rence, or onset of a serios health condition, the employee must provide the certification within 30 days from the 
date the Library requests it. If the employee does not provide the certification in a timely manner, the Library may 
recover its share of the health insurance premiums paid for the employee during the entire period of FMLA leave.

POLICY 


Subject: Leaves of Absence 
Adopted: November 29, 1993 
Effective: January 1, 1994 
New (_ ) Revised (X ) 


Supersedes policies adopted November 29, 1984, May 23, 1991, and August 26, 1993 


The library recognizes that its staff members want to fulfill specific obligations and personal commitments and to 
continue their educational and professional growth. The library also recognizes that its staff members may incur 
lengthy illness and urgent personal emergencies. Under appropriate circumstances the library provides for the 
taking of a variety of leaves of absence. 


1. Personal Leave 
Each year staff authorized to work forty (40) hours per week will receive sixteen (16) hours of leave 
with pay to attend to personal business matters. Staff authorized to work thirty to thirty-nine (30-39) 
hours per week will receive twelve (12) hours of personal leave with pay. Personal leave will be 
available to new staff after ninety days of employment. 


Time may be taken in increments of one (1) hour. Personal leave must be arranged in advance, when 
possible, with the approval of the appropriate supervisor. 


At the end of each year unused personal leave will be added to accumulated sick leave. 


In the case of an urgent personal emergency when paid personal leave has been exhausted, a 
supervisor may allow the staff member to take up to two days away from work without pay. Fora 
personal emergency requiring an absence of more than two days, the staff member must request a 
leave of absence in writing, detailing the reason for the request and the anticipated length of absence. 
The staff member’s supervisor and the personnel manager will consider the request for a leave of 
absence without pay for personal emergency and take appropriate action. 


2. Funer Vv 
A staff member may take up to five days away from work without loss of pay for the death of a 
member of the immediate family. The immediate family is defined as a spouse, child, parent, sibling, 
grandparent, a similar relationship established by marriage, and a person residing in the employee’s 
household. : 


A staff member may take one day away from work without loss of pay for the death of a member of 
the extended family. 


3. Court-required Service 
A staff member who is called to serve on a jury or to appear as a witness in a court proceeding 
or an administrative proceeding to which he or she is not a party will receive time away from 
work without loss of pay. 

4. Military Leave 
a. Military service 


The right of return to work and other employment privileges of a staff member who enters the 


military service of the United States will be determined in accordance with the provisions of current 
laws affecting military service and employment rights. 


b. 

A staff member who is obliged to report for annual military duty will be given up to ten working 

days per year for this purpose. The library will pay the difference, if any, between the staff member's 
regular rate of pay and the pay received for military duty. Requests for a leave of absence for annual 
military duty must be made in writing to the appropriate supervisor 60 days in advance of the time of 
duty. 


: 
Leaves for study and research serve to encourage the professional growth and effectivness 

of staff members in the life of the library by enabling them to pursue educational and professional 
study or research. 


Requests for leaves for study and research should be made in writing to the appropriate supervisor 
and the Personnel manager 60 days in advance of the proposed leave time. Decisions on length of 
leave, compensation, and return to work will be determined by consideration of the best interests of 
the library. 


isabili Vv 
An employee who anticipates an absence of more than five days away from work because of 
illness or other medical disability should request a disability leave of absence in writing from 
the appropriate supervisor and the Personnel manager. 


A disability leave of absence is generally given for twelve (12) months. The library will make all 
reasonable efforts to hold the staff member’s position the first three (3)months of disability 
leave. If the library has been able to hold the position open, an employee who returns within 
the first three (3) months may assume the previously held position. A staff member who is 
able to return to work after three months and before the end of the twelfth month may have 
the first available similar position. If a staff member is not able to return to work until after the 
twelve-month leave has expired, he or she must reapply for employment. 


Disability leaves of absence for pregnancy, childbirth, and recuperation from childbirth will be treated 
as leaves for any other disability. 


The library’s policy on sick leave and disability benefits will apply during the appropriate periods of a 
disability leave of absence. 


Advance notice in writing must be given for all requests for leaves of absence, except those involving 
funeral leave and urgent personal emergency. 


Benefits such as earned vacation time, earned sick leave, and health insurance will not apply during 
unpaid leaves of absence. 


Family and Medical Leave 
This leave interacts with the Library's disability and sick leave policies. Please refer to those two 
policies and to the Family and Medical Leave Policy in this handbook.

Full-time staff members and part-time staff members authorized to work 30 hours or more per week will earn paid 
sick leave. 


Staff members who are authorized to work 40 hours per week will earn eight hours of paid sick leave for each two 
pay periods worked, up to a maximum of 80 hours per year. Sick leave which is not used aa accumulate up to 
520 hours or 65 working days. 


Staff members who are authorized to work 30 hours or more per week will earn six hours of paid sick leave for 
each two pay periods worked, up to a maximum of 60 hours per year. Sick leave which is not used will accumu- 
late up to an amount equal to 13 weeks of the appropriate current authorized hours. 


Staff members will be eligible to use sick leave after 90 days of employment. 
Temporary staff members are not eligible to earn paid sick leave. 


nditi f Vv 
Sick leave will be used under the following conditions: 


1. Forthe illness, injury, or medical confinement or disability of the staff member, a member of his or 
her immediate family, or member of the staff member’s household. Immediate family is defined 
as a spouse, child, parent, sibling, parent, grandparent or a similar relationship established by 
marriage. 


2. For medical or dental appointments of the staff member, a member of his or her family, or a 
member of the staff member’s household. When it is possible, medical and dental appointments 
should be made outside scheduled work time. 


Sick leave may be used only after it has been earned. 
The minimum amount of sick leave which can be used at one time is one hour. 


If an employee has accrued paid time off under this policy at the time he or she requests a leave under the Family 
and Medical Leave Act of 1993 (FMLA), and if the requested leave would otherwise qualify for paid time off 
accrued under this policy, the employee will receive paid time off accrued under this policy at the same time as 
FMLA leave. In that event, the employee's available time off under this policy, as well as the employee's FMLA 
leave entitlement, will be reduced by the period of the leave. After an employee requests FMLA leave, the Library 
will notify the employee that paid time off under this policy will be provided during the employee's FMLA leave. For 
a further explanation of this coordination, see "Substitution of Paid Leave" in the FMLA policy in this handbook. 


Recordkeeping 


Use of sick leave will be recorded on each staff member’s time card (Employee Bi-weekly Work Record). A 


current account of a staff member’s earning and eligibility for sick leave will be forwarded to the appropriate 
department manager. 


The library may require a medical certificate at any time. In the case of an extended medical absence during 
which the employee’s accumulated sick leave is exhausted, available earned vacation time will be applied to the 
remaining days of absence. 


When a staff member anticipates an absence from work of longer than five (5) days for medical reasons, the staff 
member should inform his or her supervisor and the Personnel manager so that appropriate plans may be made 
to continue the staff member’s work during the absence. 


ng-term disabili 
In conjunction with its sick leave policy, the library provides long-term disability insurance for full-time staff mem- 
bers and staff members authorized to work 30 hours or more per week. This insurance becomes effective after 
the ninetieth (90th) day of disability. After this time, the disability insurance will provide a benefit to each em- 
‘ployee of 60% of regular monthly earnings. Full details of this plan are contained in a booklet distributed to all 
eligible staff members. 


If a staff member with one (1) year of service or more exhausts his or her accumulated sick leave and available 
vacation time before the ninetieth (90) day, the Library will pay the employee 70% of regular monthly earnings to 
the ninetieth (90th) day of disability. 


Administration 


The administration and interpretation of this policy is the responsibility of the Personnel manager.

ACCRUAL OF VACATION TIME 


Annual vacation is earned by all full-time and part-time staff. Temporary employees are not eligible for vacation 
unless employed for six consecutive months as a temporary employee. New employees begin earning vacation 
time with the first day of the first full pay period after being hired (vacation accrual date), at the rates specified in 
the following table:

LENGTH OF SERVICE 


For purposes of this policy, length of service will be determined by all full-time and part-time work which has been 
interrupted by less than one year away from work at the library. The period of interruption will not be counted 
toward calculating length of service. 


USE OF VACATION TIME 


New staff members are eligible to use vacation as it is earned with managerial approval. 


Full-time staff must take vacations in blocks of five days or more, except for five days which may be taken in one- 
half day increments with managerial approval. Part-time staff take vacation time in similar proportionate amounts. 


Staff members who change to a position that has a different vacation accrual rate will begin accruing at the 
applicable rate effective with the first pay period following the appointment to the new position. Accumulation 
rules for the new position will be effective at that time. 


Earned vacation must be taken. Payment in lieu of time off will not be made, except at termination. 


An individual who has accumulated the maximum amount of vacation allowed must either take time off before the 
next pay period, or “lose” additional vacation accruals until some vacation time is used. Recognized holidays 
occurring during a scheduled vacation will not be charged against vacation time. 


Accrued vacation will be used as necessary during sick leave, disability leave, and a leave qualifying for leave 
under the Family and Medical Leave (FMLA) Policy. Please see the Family and Medical Leave Policy in this

All vacation is scheduled subject to managerial approval. In scheduling vacation, the preferences of staff mem- 
bers will be accommodated when possible, but the needs of the department and the library will take precedence.

Supersedes policy adopted November 29, 1984. 


All staff members are expected to be present in their assigned work areas and ready to begin work at the start of 
the appropriate work schedule. Similarly, all staff members are to work in their assigned work areas until the end 
of the day’s work schedule. 


Tardiness and absence seriously handicap the library’s ability to provide quality library service and unfairly burden 
fellow employees. 


Repeated tardiness and absence will result in dismissal. A staff member who is tardy and/or frequently absent 
will be counseled orally. If the staff member continues to be tardy or frequently absent, the staff member will be 
given a written warning. Continued tardiness and/or absence will result in dismissal. 


A staff member who is absent two consecutive scheduled working days, without notifying and receiving permis- 
sion from the appropriate supervisor, acting supervisor, or person responsible for the appropriate work area, will 
be considered to have voluntarily resigned the job. 


A staff member who walks off the job without the permission of the appropriate supervisor will be considered to 
have voluntarily resigned the job. 


A staff member who repeats an absence of any length, without notifying and receiving permission from the 
appropriate supervisor, acting supervisor, or person responsible for the appropriate work area, will be subject to 
immediate dismissal. 


A staff member is required to notify the appropriate supervisor each day when the staff member is going to be 
absent from work, unless the staff member is on a previously approved leave of absence. Each staff member is 
required to notify the appropriate supervisor when the staff member will be late to work. 


A verbal warning will be given after two instances of absence or tardiness during the preceding week, four in- 
stances in the preceding month, eight instances in the preceding six months, or twelve instances during the 
preceding year. A written warning will be given when a staff member's attendance record again becomes unsatis- 
factory after a verbal warning. This written warning will become a part of the employee’s personnel record. Any 
additional instance of absence or tardiness after a written warning and counseling efforts may result in dismissal. 


In determining whether an employee has incurred excessive absences under this policy, the Library will disregard 
any time period during which an employee was on leave of absence under the Family and Medical Leave Act of 
1993 (FMLA). 


Unusual circumstances and the past record of the employee will be considered in making decisions concerning 
discipline for attendance problems.

The Board of Library Trustees of the Allen County Public Library met in 
special session on Monday, September 20, 1993, at 9:00 a.m. in the Board 
Room of the main library for the purpose of considering an advance 
refunding of library debt.

Corp., 
Lessor, (the "Lessor"), and the Allen County Public Library of Allen County, 
Indiana (the "Library"), a political subdivision organized and existing under 
the laws of the State of Indiana and located in Allen County, Indiana.

WHEREAS, the Library has heretofore entered into the Original Lease, 
recorded September 7, 1989 as Instrument #89-35064, in the office of the 
Recorder of Allen County, Indiana, with the Lessor under which the Lessor has 
constructed the Project, as defined in the Original Lease, and lease it to the 
Library with a semi-annual payment of Rent to be made by the Library to the 
Lessor or its assignee and with a portion of each semi-annual payment of Rent 
allocated to repayment of the principal cost of the construction of the Project 
and the remaining portion allocated to the payment of interest on the unpaid 
portion of such principal; to which Original Lease reference is hereby made as 
if rewritten herein in full and all the terms as defined therein shall have the 
same meanings herein unless otherwise herein defined or the context otherwise 
so indicates; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a Trust Indenture dated as of August 15, 1989 
(the "Original Indenture") between Summers & Company, Inc. (the "Company") 
and the Trustee, the lessor's interest in the Lease has been fractionalized and 
the Trustee has issued $8,000,000 Allen County Public Library, Participation 
Certificates, Series 1989 (hereinafter referred to as the "Series 1989 
Certificates"), dated as of August 15, 1989 and the Company has purchased and 
sold the Series 1989 Certificates to the public, of which $7,645,000 are 
presently outstanding; and 


WHEREAS, I.C. 5-1-5, as amended, provides for the issuance of 
certificates of participation to advance refund certificates of participation in the 


lessor's interest in and rights under a lease which is payable from rental 
payments to be made by a library, and to pay costs of refunding, thereby 
effecting a savings to the lessee; and 


WHEREAS, the Company has requested the Trustee to issue Allen County 
Public Library Refunding Participation Certificates, Series 1993, in the amount 
of $8,675,000 (herein referred to as the "Series 1993 Certificates") for the 
purpose of advance refunding of the Series 1989 Certificates, to pay costs of 
refunding and thereby to effect a savings to the Library by reducing the Rent

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede to present a report on library service 
statistics for the month of September and for the year to date. 


Sharon Harvey gave a report on the very successful 1993 Summer Reading 
Program. She also showed a videotape of the ice cream social that was 
the finale of the program. 


The Foellinger Foundation has invited the library to apply for a grant 
under its summer youth initiative program. In discussions with 
Foellinger we have concluded that an ideal focus for a grant project 
would be the 1994 young adults’ summer reading program. A letter of 
intent has been sent to Foellinger outlining the proposed program. The 
completed grant application is due by December 10. 


The upgrade to LIBS 100Plus has been successfully completed. Many 
initial bugs have been worked out but there are still some issues we are 
working with Geac/CLSI to resolve. Some patrons have had aLificuiny 
adapting to the new version of the OPAC. Extra library staff have been 
scheduled to work one-on-one with patrons at the OPAC terminals at main 
library and branches. This has been very well received and much 
appreciated by patrons. A new one-page instruction sheet is being 
prepared to help users learn the new system. 


Ann Gibson of Gibson Design has presented us with her proposals for 
allocation of staff work space and storage space in the main library. As 
part of her consulting assignment she was required to plot the main 
library on a CAD system, which will be invaluable in the future to keep 
building layouts up to date. Her recommendations will now need to be 
thoroughly studied and evaluated before we are ready to make a report to 
the board. Any changes in the way space is used will have financial 
implications, which must be given full consideration in reaching a final 
decision on what to do. 


Information Access Company has developed an online link to their main 
database of periodical indexes, which can be accessed from the library’s 
Sequent computer. This will enable us to make the Infotrac information 
system available on all of the main library and branch OPAC terminals. 
The company now also has the full texts of articles mounted on their 
system, so patrons can not only find citations to articles they want, but 
also print the text of the articles out or have them faxed. The library 
is developing plans to switch over from the current CD-ROM version of the 
Infotrac product to the new online version in 1994 as soon as all 
technical details are worked out and cost factors are known.

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REPORT OF COMPENSATION AND PERSONNEL COMMITTEE 


November, 1994 


The Compensation and Personnel Committee has met three times to develop 
our proposed compensation package for 1994. As in past years, we are 
dealing with two basic issues: (1) adjustments to the pay structure 
itself - consisting of the various pay grades and the minimum and 
maximum rates established for these, and (2) individual pay raises. 


With respect to (1) above, the committee is recommending that the pay 
range minimums be increased by 2% for all grades, both management and 
non-management. The range maximums would also be raised 2%, with a 
couple of exceptions, where they would be increased slightly more to 
keep them in line with data from our salary surveys. 


With respect to (2) above, dealing with pay increases for individual 
staff members within the various pay ranges, the committee approved a 
set of guidelines to be used by the director in making individual pay 
recommendations. In an effort to address the problem of some employees 
with long experience being. paid near the minimums of their respective 
pay ranges, an experience increment was developed. 


We did something similar to this when we implemented the Basnight pay 
recommendations several years ago. However, as we were forced to raise 
range minimums quite a bit in those first years, in order to remain 
competitive in the labor market, many employees found their pay back 
near the minimum of the range. Therefore, the committee decided to use 
an experience increment again to move experienced employees a bit higher 
up in their respective pay ranges. 


The following guidelines were established with respect to pay increases 
fOmeempLroyees in Gradéesus. 2, 2.745 5, 6, Ml, M2, M3, and M4. 


Less than 4 months experience: 2% 
More than 4 months but less than 2 years: a% 
2 years and more experience: DG RSA Se ASE LO) Gy 


each year of experience. 


A cap of 8% would be established. In other words, the foregoing 
guidelines notwithstanding, no raise would exceed 8%. 


For employees in Grades 7, M5, and M6, salary recommendations will be 
based on a combination of the foregoing guidelines and on comparative 
labor market data. The general rule will be to apply the experience 
guideline and then add 3% to improve competitiveness. However, the cap 
of 8% will apply here as well. Grade 7 includes our professional 
librarians, Grade M5 includes assistant department managers, and Grade 
M6 includes our department and branch managers. The committee is 
particularly sensitive to the need to provide salaries that enable the 
library to attract and retain top professionals in these positions, 
given a competitive national labor market. 


Because the people in these jobs currently are not earning as much as 
their counterparts in other comparable libraries, we can have problems 
when trying to recruit new staff. If we offer a new person more than 
our current staff are earning for the same job, we have a morale and 
internal equity problem on our hands. However, many of the people we 
are trying to hire are already earning as much as, or more than, we are 
paying our people. Therefore, we would like to move our incumbents in 
these grades up so that we can be more competitive. 


Salary recommendations for individuals in Grades 8, M7, and M8 will be 
based primarily on comparative labor market data. The jobs in these 
grades are all single-incumbent, or one-of-a-kind positions. Generally 
speaking, the current compensation of ACPL incumbents in these positions 
is reasonably competitive when judged against national and regional 
salary data from our annual salary survey. 


In order to carry into effect the compensation program proposed for 
1994, the committee recommends the adoption of two resolutions. The 
first of these is Resolution No. 1993-27, "Resolution Approving a Pay 
Structure for 1994." This resolution establishes the new pay structure, 
consisting of the various pay grades with their respective minimum and 
maximum pay rates. 


The second resolution recommended for adoption by the board is 
Resolution No. 1993-28, "Resolution to Approve the Authorized Staffing 
Table.” This resolution sets forth the salaries of all individual 
employees, which were recommended by the director using the guidelines 
approved by the committee and outlined earlier in this report. The 
committee has reviewed these salary recommendations and is confident 
that they are equitable and appropriate, and that the total 
compensation program is affordable under the library’s 1994 budget.

POLICY 


Subject: Leaves of Absence 
Adopted: November 29, 1993 
Effective: January 1, 1994 
New ( ) Revised (X_ ) 


Supersedes policies adopted November 29, 1984, May 23, 1991, and August 26, 1993 


The library recognizes that its staff members want to fulfill specific obligations and personal commitments and to 
continue their educational and professional growth. The library also recognizes that its staff members may incur 
lengthy illness and urgent personal emergencies. Under appropriate circumstances the library provides for the 
taking of a variety of leaves of absence. 


1. Personal Leave 
Each year staff authorized to work forty (40) hours per week will receive sixteen (16) hours of leave 
with pay to attend to personal business matters. Staff authorized to work thirty to thirty-nine (30-39) 
hours per week will receive twelve (12) hours of personal leave with pay. aepenal leave will be 
available to new staff after ninety days of employment. 


Time may be taken in increments of one (1) hour. Personal leave must be arranged in advance, when 
possible, with the approval of the appropriate supervisor. 


At the end of each year unused personal leave will be added to accumulated sick leave. 


In the case of an urgent personal emergency when paid personal leave has been exhausted, a 
supervisor may allow the staff member to take up to two days away from work without pay. For a 
personal emergency requiring an absence of more than two days, the staff member must request a 
leave of absence in writing, detailing the reason for the request and the anticipated length of absence. 
The staff member's supervisor and the personnel manager will consider the request for a leave of 
absence without pay for personal emergency and take appropriate action. 


2. Funeral Leave 
A staff member may take up to five days away from work without loss of pay for the death of a 
member of the immediate family. The immediate family is defined as a spouse, child, parent, sibling, 
grandparent, a similar relationship established by marriage, and a person residing in the employee’s 
household. 


A staff member may take one day away from work without loss of pay for the death of a member of 
the extended family. 


3. Court-required Service 
A staff member who Is called to serve on a jury or to appear as a witness in a court proceeding 
or an administrative proceeding to which he or she is not a party will receive time away from 
work without loss of pay. 


4. ili Vv 


a. Military service 


The right of return to work and other employment privileges of a staff member who enters the 


military service of the United States will be determined in accordance with the provisions of current 
laws affecting military service and employment rights. 


b. 

A staff member who is obliged to report for annual military duty will be given up to ten working 

days per year for this purpose. The library will pay the difference, if any, between the staff member's 
regular rate of pay and the pay received for military duty. Requests for a leave of absence for annual 
military duty must be made in writing to the appropriate supervisor 60 days in advance of the time of 
duty. 


Leaves for study and research serve to encourage the professional growth and effectivness 
of staff members in the life of the library by enabling them to pursue educational and professional 
study or research. 


Requests for leaves for study and research should be made in writing to the appropriate supervisor 
and the Personnel manager 60 days in advance of the proposed leave time. Decisions on length of 
leave, compensation, and return to work will be determined by consideration of the best interests of 
the library. 


An employee who anticipates an absence of more than five days away from work because of 
iliness or other medical disability should request a disability leave of absence in writing from 
the appropriate supervisor and the Personnel manager. : 


A disability leave of absence is generally given for twelve (12) months. The library will make all 
reasonable efforts to hold the staff member's position the first three (3)months of disability 
leave. If the library has been able to hold the position open, an employee who returns within 
the first three (3) months may assume the previously held position. A staff member who is 
able to return to work after three months and before the end of the twelfth month may have 
the first available similar position. If a staff member is not able to return to work until after the 
twelve-month leave has expired, he or she must reapply for employment. 


Disability leaves of absence for pregnancy, childbirth, and recuperation from childbirth will be treated 
as leaves for any other disability. 


The library’s policy on sick leave and disability benefits will apply during the appropriate periods of a 
disability leave of absence. 


Advance notice in writing must be given for all requests for leaves of absence, except those involving 
funeral leave and urgent personal emergency. 


Benefits such as earned vacation time, earned sick leave, and health insurance will not apply during 
unpaid leaves of absence.

This leave interacts with the Library's disability and sick leave policies. Please refer to those two 
policies and to the Family and Medical Leave Policy in this handbook.

A RESOLUTION authorizing Allen County Public Library, 
Allen County, Indiana, to borrow upon and make temporary 
loans to meet current running expenses for the use of the 
Issuer's Operating Fund, in anticipation of and not in 
excess of current uncollected and anticipated taxes 
levied in the year 1993, and collectable in the year

appropriating and pledging the taxes to be received in 
the Operating Fund to the punctual payment of such 
warrants including the interest thereon. 


WHEREAS, the Director (the "Director") of Allen County 
Public Library, Allen County, Indiana (the "Issuer"), has 
represented to the Board of Trustees (the "Board") of the Issuer 
and the Board now finds that there will be an insufficient amount 
of moneys in the Operating Fund of the Issuer (the "Fund") to meet 
the current running expenses of the Issuer payable from the Fund 
during the fiscal year ending December 31, 1994, and prior to the 
respective June and December settlement and distribution of taxes 
levied for the Fund; and 


WHEREAS, the Board now finds that an emergency exists for 
the borrowing of money to pay current running expenses and that 
temporary loans for the Fund for such purposes should be borrowed 
upon and made and that temporary loan tax anticipation warrants 
evidencing such loans should be issued and sold, subject to the 
terms and conditions set forth herein and in accordance with the 
provisions of Indiana law; and 


WHEREAS, the Board hereby determines to participate in 
the 1994 Advance Funding Program (the "Program") established by the 
Indiana Bond Bank (the "Bond Bank") whereby the Bond Bank will 
purchase the temporary loan tax anticipation warrants and/or 
temporary interim warrants of the Issuer; and 


WHEREAS, in order to participate in the Program, the 
Board may be required to issue and sell its temporary loan tax 
anticipation: warrants’) to” the) Bondie BankiSprior® tovsthe «final 
certification of the annual budget levy and tax rates for the Fund 
for fiscal year 1994 by the Indiana State Board of Tax 
Commissioners; and 


WHEREAS, the levy proposed for collection for the Fund 
in 1994 is estimated to produce in the aggregate, with respect to 
such Fund, an amount equal to or in excess of the principal of and 
interest on the temporary loans for the Fund; and 


WHEREAS, a necessity exists to borrow upon and make 
temporary loans evidenced by temporary loan tax anticipation 
warrants for the Fund in anticipation of the receipt of current 
revenues for the Fund actually levied for the year 1993 and in the 
course of collection in 1994 and the Board hereby authorizes the 
making of temporary loans to procure the amounts necessary, in 
combination with other available amounts, to meet such current 
running expenses for such Fund and to pay necessary costs incurred 
in connection with the issuance and sale of temporary loan tax 
anticipation warrants to evidence such temporary loans; and 


WHEREAS, the Issuer has not previously issued temporary 
loan tax anticipation warrants payable from 1994 tax revenues with 
respect to the Fund; and 


WHEREAS, the Board seeks to authorize the issuance of 
such temporary loan tax anticipation warrants or temporary interim 
warrants with respect to the Fund and the sale of such warrants to 
the Bond Bank pursuant to the provisions of Indiana Code 5-1.5, 
subject to and dependent upon the terms and conditions hereinafter 
Secesorcth? 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF ALLEN COUNTY PUBLIC LIBRARY, ALLEN COUNTY, INDIANA: 


Sections tl. It is hereby found and declared that an 
emergency exists for the borrowing of money and therefore the 
Issuer is hereby authorized to make temporary loans to meet current 
running expenses pursuant to the provisions of Indiana Code 20-14-3 
for the use and benefit of the Fund of the Issuer in anticipation 
of estimated current tax revenues actually levied for the year 1993 
and in the course of collection for such Fund in 1994, which loans 
shall be evidenced by temporary loan tax anticipation warrants of 
the Issuer (the "Warrants"). A separate Warrant or Warrants shall 
be issued for each maturity date and all Warrants shall be dated 
as of the date of delivery thereof to the Bond Bank. The Issuer 
is authorized to issue a Warrant maturing and payable on June 30, 
L994, sel neal principal ancunte notmitomexceed $3,700,000.00 and a 
Warrant maturing and payable on December 30, 1994, in a principal 
amount not to exceed $3,700,000.00. 


The Warrants shall bear interest prior to maturity at a 
rate or rates per annum not to exceed a maximum of five and one- 
half percent (5.50%). The exact rate or rates are to be determined 
under the terms of a warrant purchase agreement between the Bond 
Bank and the Issuer to be entered into prior to the sale of the 
Warrants to the Bond Bank (the "Warrant Purchase Agreement"), in 
accordance with the provisions of Indiana Code 5-1.5. Interest 
shall be calculated on the basis of a 360-day year comprised of 
twelve 30-day months. 


The Issuer is authorized to make payments of principal 
and interest on the Warrants by paying the amount due from funds 
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that are available for immediate transfer or investment on or 
before 12:00 noon (Indianapolis time) on the due date to Bank One, 
Indianapolis, NA, the Bond Bank's Trustee (the "Trustee") under the 
Note Indenture dated as of January 1, 1994. The Warrants may not 
be prepaid prior to the due date without express written consent 
of the Bond Bank. In the event that the principal of and interest 
on the Warrants are not paid in full on the due date, the total

WARRANT PURCHASE AGREEMENT 


THIS WARRANT PURCHASE AGREEMENT has been executed as of this 29th 
day of November, 1993, by the INDIANA BOND BANK (the "Bond Bank"), a public body 
corporate and politic organized under the laws of the State of Indiana, and Allen 
County Public Library (the "Qualified Entity"), a political subdivision of the 
State of Indiana (the "State"). 


RECITALS 


if: The Bond Bank was created by and exists under the provisions 
of Indiana Code 5-1.5 (the "Act") for the public purposes and for the exercise 
of powers established and authorized therein, including the power to issue its 
bonds or notes and to purchase securities of qualified entities, as defined in 
the Act. 


Hay The Bond Bank has established and continued its Advance Funding 
Program (the "Program") under which the Bond Bank will purchase tax anticipation 
warrants of qualified entities participating in the Program from the proceeds 
of the Bond Bank's Advance Funding Program Notes, Series 1994 (the "Notes"), 
issued for the purpose of providing funds to finance the Program. 


oF The Qualified Entity is a duly existing political subdivision 
of the State and is a "qualified entity" within the meaning of the Act, lawfully 
empowered to undertake all transactions and execute all documents mentioned or 
contemplated herein, including the issuance in accordance with the provisions 
of Indiana Code 20-14-3 of warrants in anticipation of the receipt of ad valorem 
taxes levied and in the course of collection. Pursuant to such authority the 
Qualified Entity has duly authorized the issuance of (a) its temporary loan tax 
anticipation warrants designated Allen County Public Library Temporary Loan Tax 
Anticipation Warrants, Series 1994, and (b) in the event that cash flow 
shortfalls are anticipated prior to the delivery of the Notes, its interim 
temporary loan tax anticipation warrants (collectively, the "Warrants"). 


4. In connection with the issuance of the Notes, the Bond Bank 
will enter into a Note Indenture dated as of January 1, 1994 (the "Indenture"), 
between the Bond Bank and Bank One, Indianapolis, NA, as Trustee (the "Trustee") , 
pursuant to which the Notes will be issued and all of the rights of the Bond Bank 
under this Agreement will be assigned to and assumed by the Trustee to secure 
the Notes, and thereafter to NBD Bank, N.A. (the "Bank"), to secure the Bond 
Bank's obligation to the Bank to repay amounts due and owing under the Credit 
Facility and Reimbursement Agreement between the Bond Bank and the Bank (the 
"Liquidity Facility Agreement"). 


je)! The Bond Bank and the Qualified Entity desire to set out the 
terms and conditions governing the purchase of Warrants by the Bond Bank from 
the Qualified Entity. 


AGREEMENT 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual 
covenants contained herein, the Bond Bank and the Qualified Entity hereby agree 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. Definitions. As used in this Agreement, unless a 
different meaning is clearly indicated by the context, the following words will 
have the following definitions: 


"Act" means Indiana Code 5-1.5. 


"Advance Distribution" means, with respect to any fund or funds of 
a Qualified Entity upon which Warrants have been issued, any receipt by the 
Qualified Entity of tax collections from its County Auditor in advance of final 
settlement and distribution of such tax collections for such fund or funds. 


"Agreement" means this Warrant Purchase Agreement between the Bond 
Bank and the Qualified Entity, as amended or supplemented from time to time. 


"Auditor" or "County Auditor" means the authorized officer of the 
county in which the Qualified Entity is located with jurisdiction and 
responsibility for the remittance of tax revenues collected for the Qualified 
ENCLtY: 


"Authorized Official" means the duly elected or appointed Treasurer, 
Controller, Clerk-Treasurer, School Superintendent, School Business Manager, or 
other authorized financial official of the Qualified Entity or, to the extent 
permitted by law, an authorized deputy thereof. 


"Bank" means the issuer of the outstanding Credit Paci lityytand 
initially means NBD Bank, N.A. a national banking association organized under 
the laws of the United States. 


"Bond Bank" means the Indiana Bond Bank, established under the Act 
as a public body corporate and politic and an instrumentality, but not an agency, 
of the State. 


"Business Day" means any day other than a Saturday, a Sunday, a legal 
holiday, or any other day on which banking institutions in Indiana and New York 
are authorized by law to close or to remain closed. 


"Code" means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended and in 
effect on the date of issuance of the Warrants, and the applicable judicial 
decisions and published rulings and any applicable regulations promulgated or 
proposed thereunder or under the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


"Credit Facility" means the credit facility issued by the Bank 
pursuant to the Credit Facility Agreement. 


"Credit Facility Agreement" means the Credit Facility and 
Reimbursement Agreement between the Bond Bank and the Bank dated as of January 1, 
1994, as amended or supplemented from time to time. 


"Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit" means, with respect to any fund of 
a Qualified Entity upon which Warrants are issued, the excess of the expenses 
paid during the Tax Period which would ordinarily be paid out of such fund or 
financed by anticipated tax or other revenues of such fund, over the aggregate 
amount available (other than from proceeds of the Warrants) during the Tax Period 
for the payment of such expenses. 


"Fiscal Year" means, when applied to the Qualified Entity, the fiscal 
year of the Qualified Entity which commences on the first day of January of 1994 
and terminates on the last day of December of 1994 and, when applied to the Bond 
Bank, the fiscal year of the Bond Bank which commences on the first day of July 
and terminates on the last day of June of the following calendar year. 


"Indenture" means the Note Indenture dated as of January 1, 1994, 
between the Bond Bank and the Trustee, as amended or supplemented from time to 
time. 


"Notes" means the Indiana Bond Bank Advance Funding Program Notes, 
Series 1994, 


"Opinion of Bond Counsel" means a written opinion of a nationally 
recognized law firm experienced in matters relating to the tax exemption of 
interest payable on obligations of states and their instrumentalities and 
political subdivisions thereof, and which is acceptable to the Bond Bank and the 
Trustee. 


"Outstanding" or "Outstanding Warrant" means the unpaid amount of 
any Warrant purchased by the Bond Bank pursuant to this Agreement and not 
theretofore paid by the Qualified Entity. 


"Program" means the Bond Bank's Advance Funding Program. 


"Qualified Entity" means Allen County Public Library, a political 
subdivision of the State. 


"Reinvestment Rate" means the greater of (a) the original interest 
rate on the Warrants or (b)(i) prior to maturity of the Credit Facility under 
the Credit Facility Agreement, the per annum rate equal to the Prime Rate of 
the Bank (as defined in the Credit Facility Agreement), and (ii) on and after 
maturity of the Credit Facility under the Credit Facility Agreement, the Prime 
Rate of the Bank plus two percent (2%). 


"State" means the State of Indiana. 
"Tax Period" means the period beginning on the date of issuance of 


the Warrants and ending on the earlier of the date six months after such date 
of issuance or the date of the computation of the Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit. 


"Trustee" means Bank One, Indianapolis, NA, as Trustee under the 
Indenture, or any successor trustee thereunder. 


"Warrants" means the Temporary Loan Tax Anticipation Warrants to be 
dated the date of delivery thereof; maturing June 30, 1994, and/or December 30 
1994, and any temporary interim warrants, as set forth in Attachment A attached 
hereto; issued by the Qualified Entity in anticipation of the receipt of 
ad valorem taxes levied and in the course of collection; and sold to the Bond 
Bank in accordance with the provisions of the Indenture and this Agreement; and 
any additional warrants. 


Terms defined in the Indenture and not defined in this Agreement 
shall, for the purposes of this Agreement, have the meanings ascribed to them 
in the Indenture. 


SECTION 2. Representations. 
Zee Representations by the Bond Bank. The Bond Bank hereby 


represents and warrants to the Qualified Entity that: 


a. The Bond Bank is a public body corporate and politic of 
the State of Indiana established and existing under the Act and has 
full power and authority to enter into this Agreement and to perform 
its obligations hereunder;

SECTION 3." Purchase and*Sale of Warrants. 


3.1 Agreement to Purchase and Sell. subject ito Section 3.4 
hereof, the Bond Bank hereby agrees to purchase the Warrants to be issued by the 


Qualified Entity maturing on June 30, 1994, and/or December 30, 1994, in the 
principal amounts set forth in Attachment A attached hereto, and the Qualified 
Entity hereby approves and agrees to issue and sell such Warrants to the Bond 
Bank. 


In the event that the Qualified Entity has notified the Bond Bank 
in writing that it requires funding as a result of cash flow deficits expected 
to be incurred prior to January 18, 1994 (or the date on which proceeds of the 
Notes are expected to be disbursed to the Qualified Entity), the Qualified 
Entity may sell and the Bond Bank may purchase interim temporary loan tax 
anticipation warrants in a principal amount not to exceed the principal amount 
of Warrants authorized to be issued and to mature on December 30, 1994, for each 
fund. The interim warrants shall be issued and sold on substantially the same 
terms and conditions set forth in this Agreement for the sale and purchase of 
Warrants; provided, however, such interim warrants will be repaid with the 
proceeds of the Warrants on the date on which proceeds of the Notes are 
disbursed to the Qualified Entity. 


Further, in the event that the Qualified Entity requires additional 
funding as a result of cash flow deficits expected to be incurred after June 30, 
1994, and prior to December 30, 1994, the Qualified Entity may sell and the Bond 
Bank may purchase additional warrants maturing on December 30, 1994, in 
principal amounts set forth in a supplemental agreement entered into by the Bond 
Bank and the Qualified Entity pursuant to Section 6.1 hereof. The additional 
warrants shall be issued and sold on substantially the same terms and conditions 
set forth in this Agreement for the sale and purchase of the Warrants; provided,

however, the additional warrants shall bear interest prior to their due date at 
the per annum rate determined by the Bond Bank and set forth in a supplemental 
agreement. 


The term "Warrants" as used in this Agreement shall be deemed to 
include the temporary interim warrants and the additional warrants to the extent 
applicable. 


32 Terms of Purchase. The Warrants shall be purchased at a price 
equal to 100% of the par value thereof. The terms of the Warrants shall be set 
forth in the resolution or ordinance of the Qualified Entity authorizing the 
issuance and sale of the Warrants to the Bond Bank, and the form of the Warrant 
shall be substantially in the form set forth in Attachment B attached hereto. 
The Warrants shall bear interest prior to their due date or dates at the per 
annum rate or rates determined by the Bond Bank and to be set forth on 
Attachment A attached hereto, prior to the date of issuance and delivery of the 
Warrants to the Bond Bank, with such rates not to exceed five and one-half 
percent (5.5%) per annum. Interest on the Warrants shall be computed on the 
basis of a 360-day year comprised of twelve 30-day months. To the extent 
permitted by law and in accordance with Section 3.5 of this Agreement or 
otherwise by the determination of the Bond Bank, any Warrant upon which 
principal and interest at its stated rate is not paid on or before the due date 
shall bear interest on such past due principal and accrued interest at the 
Reinvestment Rate thereafter until paid. 


3.3 Method of Payment. The Bond Bank shall make payment for the 
Warrants purchased by it pursuant to this Agreement by causing the Trustee to 
make payment therefor to the Qualified Entity from the Warrant Purchase Account 
established for the Qualified Entity within the Warrant Purchase Fund under the 
Indenture. 


3.4 Closing on Warrants. The purchase and sale of the Warrants 
shall be consummated at 12:00 noon on January 18, 1994, or such other date and 
time, and at a location, agreed upon by the Bond Bank, the Qualified Entity, and 
the Trustee; provided, however, if the Bond Bank does not execute a note 
purchase agreement for the sale of the Notes prior to January 15, 1994, and 
deliver the Notes and receive payment therefor on or before January 18, 1994, 
or if the Qualified Entity has not taken all actions and received all approvals 
required by the laws of the State and by the Code for the issuance and sale of 
the Warrants, then the Bond Bank may rescind this Agreement by giving written 
notice to the Qualified Entity. 


Sho Payment of Warrants. Prior to the due date of the Warrants, 
the Trustee will give notice to the Authorized Official that payment is due 
thereon; provided, that any failure by the Trustee to give such notice shall not 
relieve the Qualified Entity of its obligation to repay its Warrants when due. 
In any event, the Trustee shall present Warrants for payment on or before their 
respective due date, which shall be June 30, 1994, and/or December 30, 1994. 
Principal and interest on the Warrants shall be due on the due date. The 
Qualified Entity agrees to provide for the timely payment of the principal and 
interest on the Warrants in funds that are received by and available for 
immediate transfer or investment by the Trustee on or before 12:00 noon, 
Indianapolis time, on the due date.

3.6 No Prepayment. The Qualified Entity shall not be permitted 
to prepay or effect the prepayment of all or any portion of the principal amount 
of Outstanding Warrants without the express written consent of the Bond Bank, 
except for the prepayment of interim warrants with the proceeds of Warrants as 
described in Section 3.1 hereof. 


3.7 Request for Advance Distributions. The Qualified Entity 


shall, not later than November 15, 1994, submit a request in accordance with 
Indiana law to the Auditor for an Advance Distribution of not less than ninety- 
five percent (95%) of the tax collections for each fund in anticipation of which 
its Warrants have been issued and sold to the Bond Bank under the Program. 


328 Receipt of Advance Distributions. In the event the Qualified 


Entity receives an Advance Distribution from the Auditor or other moneys in lieu 
thereof, and the total of all Advance Distributions or other moneys in lieu 
thereof received exceeds five percent (5%) of the total taxes in anticipation 
of which the Warrants were issued, then the Qualified Entity shall invest such 
amounts from the date of receipt of such amounts until the date of disbursement 
of such amounts for payment of Outstanding Warrants, in investments which 
(i) mature no later than June 30, 1994, with respect to amounts for payment of

SEGTION 4. Further Conditions ‘and Limitations. 


4.1 Documents Required for Closing. Prior to the purchase by the 
Bond Bank of any Warrants, the Qualified Entity shall have filed with the 


Trustee each of the following: 


a. A certificate, executed by the Authorized Official, 
stating: 


i. The amount of the Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit 
projected to occur during each month of the Tax 
Period in each of the funds of the Qualified 
Entity for which Warrants are to be issued;

b. A copy of the final budget order, or if such final 
budget order is not available, then the most current preliminary 
budget order, of the Indiana State Board of Tax Commissioners 
setting forth the annual budgets for each of the funds of the 
Qualified Entity for which Warrants are to be issued; 


ce A copy of the resolution(s) or ordinance(s) of the 
Qualified Entity authorizing the issuance of such Warrants 
thereunder and appropriating and pledging funds for their repayment, 
certified by an authorized officer of the Qualified Entity, or 
extracts so certified from the minutes of the meeting of the 
Qualified Entity at which such resolution(s) or ordinance(s) was 
adopted, setting forth such resolution(s) or ordinance(s) in full; 


d. An Opinion of Bond Counsel, in form and _ substance 
acceptable to the Bond Bank and the Trustee, to the effect that the 
Warrants have been duly and validly issued, represent valid and 
binding obligations of the Qualified Entity under Indiana law, and 
bear interest that is excludable from gross income under Section 103 
of the Code for purposes of federal income taxation; 


e. A signed copy of the opinion or certificate of counsel 
to the Qualified Entity substantially in the form set forth in 
Attachment C attached hereto; 


i? A copy of the transcript of proceedings in which the 
Qualified Entity has authorized the issuance and sale of the 
Warrants to the Bond Bank; and 


g. All other certificates, opinions, or documents 
reasonably required by the Bond Bank or bond counsel for the Bond 
Bank, including without limitation, a certificate or certificates 
pertaining to the accuracy and completeness of information regarding 
the Qualified Entity and the Warrants included in the Official 
Statement of the Bond Bank relating to the Notes. 


ae, i Additional’. Limitation: (a) Notwithstanding any 


provision of this Agreement, the Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit for the Tax Period 
must be reasonably anticipated to exceed ninety percent (90%) of the aggregate 
amount of proceeds of warrants (including but not limited to Warrants issued 
under this Agreement) and other obligations issued by the Qualified Entity 
pursuant to the provisions of the Indiana Code in anticipation of the receipt 
of revenues levied and in the course of collection for the applicable fund. 
the aggregate amount of Warrants issued and sold hereunder shall not

SECTION 5. Agreements by Qualified Entity.

and agrees to the assignment and pledge by the Bond Bank of Warrants, all 
payments on the Warrants, and all rights of the Bond Bank under this Agreement, 
to the Trustee under the provisions of the Indenture to secure the Notes, and 
thereafter to the Bank under the provisions of the Credit Facility Agreement. 


mee Valid and Binding Obligations. The Qualified Entity shall 
issue all Warrants to be purchased by the Bond Bank in compliance with the 


statutes of the State so that such Warrants will be the valid, binding and 
enforceable obligations of the Qualified Entity for the payment of the sums set 
forth therein from the funds pledged to their payment. 


Shi) Form of Warrants. The Qualified Entity shall issue Warrants 
which are to be purchased by the Bond Bank in a form which shall be in 
compliance with the statutes of the State and substantially in the form set 
forth in Attachment B attached hereto with appropriate modifications for the 
type of political subdivision represented by the Qualified Entity. 


5.4 Prohibitions Against Certain Other Borrowing. Notwithstanding 


any other provision of this Agreement to the contrary, for so long as any 
Warrant which has been issued in anticipation of revenues of a fund remains 
outstanding, the Qualified Entity shall not, without the consent of the Bond 
Bank and the Bank, issue any warrant or comparable obligation in anticipation 
of the revenues budgeted for such fund for the then-current Fiscal Year. 


a0 Reports Relating to Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit. The 
Qualified Entity shall submit to the Bond Bank within fifteen (15) days after 


the end of each month during the Tax Period, beginning with April 1994, such 
information relating to the revenues, expenses, and funds of the Qualified 
Entity as shall be required to compute the Qualified Entity'’s Cumulative Cash 
Flow Deficit (within the meaning of Section 148(£)(4)(B) of the Code) with 
respect to each of the funds of the Qualified Entity for which Warrants have 
been issued. The Qualified Entity shall also submit (a) its computation for 
each month during the Tax Period of the Qualified Entity’s Cumulative Cash Flow 
Deficit (within the meaning of Section 148(f£)(4)(B) of the Code) with respect 
tomeach of the wfunds  forswhich athemWarrants have) beenwissued> andei(b), its 
determination of whether the Qualified Entity’s Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit for 
any such fund at any time during the Tax Period has exceeded 90% of the proceeds 
of the Warrants for such fund. At such time as the Qualified Entity makes such 
affirmative determination set forth in clause (b) above, the Qualified Entity 
shall so certify to the Bond Bank, and after making such certification, no

5.6 Maintenance of Tax Exemption. The Qualified Entity hereby 
covenants that it will not take, or cause or permit itself or any party under 


its control to take, or fail to take, or cause or permit itself or any party 
under its control to fail to take, any action that would result in the loss of 
the exclusion from gross income for federal income tax purposes of interest on 
its Warrants pursuant to Section 103 of the Code. The Qualified Entity further 
covenants that it will not do any act or thing that would cause any Warrant to 
be a "private activity bond" within the meaning of Section 141 of the Code or 
an "arbitrage bond" within the meaning of Section 148 of the Code and the 
regulations applicable thereto. 


5.7 Arbitrage Rebate. The Qualified Entity covenants and agrees 
to take all actions necessary and appropriate to comply with the arbitrage 
rebate requirements under Section 148 of the Code to the extent applicable to 
the Qualified Entity or the Warrants, and to advise the Bond Bank with respect 
to such compliance and the need therefore. In furtherance of the foregoing, the 
Qualified Entity shall keep records of the investments made and the earnings on 
those investments out of the proceeds of the Warrants, and shall be responsible 
for accounting for and making provision for the payment of any and all amounts 
that may be required to be paid to the United States of America from time to 
time pursuant to Section 148 of the Code. 


All responsibility for and expenses of compliance with the rebate 
requirements of Section 148(f) of the Code with respect to the Warrants, 
including without limitation, costs of computation of any rebate amount and any 
required rebate payments to the United States of America, shall be borne and 
undertaken solely by the Qualified Entity. 


5.8 Remedies of the Bond Bank. The Qualified Entity acknowledges 
and agrees that, in the event of the Qualified Entity’s default on any of its 
obligations hereunder or under any Warrant, the Bond Bank (and the Bank under 
the provisions of the Credit Facility Agreement, to the extent that amounts are 
owed to the Bank under the Credit Facility Agreement) shall have any and all 
remedies available at law or in equity for the enforcement of such obligation, 
including without limitation and subject to the condition that the same shall 
not affect the validity of the Warrants, the remedies set forth in the Act. The 
Qualified Entity further covenants and agrees that, in the event that any 
default on the payment of principal of or interest on a Warrant is attributable 
to or arises from an action or omission by a third party, governmental official, 
or other entity in failing to pay over taxes to or collected by the Qualified 
Entity, thereby giving rise to a cause of action in law or at equity against 
such third party, official Alor entity, ¢they Qualified) Entityewill sdiligently 
prosecute such cause of action in its own name or, at the option of the Bond 
Bank (and the Bank under the provisions of the Credit Facility Agreement, if

6.2 Effect of Breach. Failure on the part of the Bond Bank in any 
instance or under any circumstance to observe or perform fully any obligation 
assumed by or imposed upon the Bond Bank by this Agreement or by law shall not 
make the Bond Bank liable in damages to the Qualified Entity or relieve the 
Qualified Entity from paying any Warrant or fully performing any other 
obligation required of it under this Agreement; provided, however, that the 
Qualified Entity may have and pursue any and all other remedies provided by law 
for compelling performance by the Bond Bank of such obligation assumed by or 
imposed upon the Bond Bank.

6.4 Severability of Invalid Provisions. If any one or more of the 


covenants or agreements provided in this Agreement on the part of the Bond Bank 
or the Qualified Entity to be performed shall be deemed by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be contrary to law, then such covenant or covenants or agreement 
or agreements shall be deemed severable from the remaining covenants and 
agreements and shall in no way affect the validity of the other provisions of 
this Agreement.

Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede to present a report on library service 
statistics for the month of November and for the year to date. 


Lupke Rice Clancy has notified us that our property, casualty, and 
liability rates will see a modest increase in 1994. Lupke Rice has 
locked us in for five years with our current carrier, which will help to 
stabilize our costs for that period.
